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The  Volleyball  team  won  its  third 
Catholic  Central  League  Champion¬ 
ship  in  the  last  five  years  and  quali¬ 
fied  for  the  state  tournament  for  the 
fifth  time  in  the  last  six  years.  The 
team  finished  with  a  league  record  of 
8-2  and  overall  record  of  14-6.  The 
most  memorable  come-from-behind 
victory  was  at  Bishop  Fenwick  with  a 
winning  score  of  16-14,  after  the  team 
trailed  13-5  in  the  third  game.
